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Coffee County Commission begins discussions on 


methods of financing for new county jail construction 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
July 24, at tie courthouse in Elba, 
and listened as representatives of 
two financial institutions discussed 
proposals for lending the commis- 
sion money with which to build a 
new county jail. 

A representative of SouthTrust 
Bank told the commission it had 
devised a plan for the financing of 
$2.5 and $3.25 million using a 20- 
year bond and reported that the an- 
nual payment on the $2.5 million 
bond would be approximately 
$238,000, based on an interest rate 
of 7,28 percent. 

A representative of Frazier- 
Lanier made a somewhat less de- 
tailed sales pitch and told the com- 
mission that the firm had recently 
handled such a bond sale for a 
county forced to construct a jail. He 
also stated that the firm would meet 
back with the commission, if re- 
quested, to discuss all possible 
forms of financing. 

Comm. Jim Dubose remarked 
"We are talking about paying off 
the jail in only three or four years 
using funds generated by the 1/2 
cent sales tax and it would be much 
more economical for the county to 
simply borrow the money from the 


county depository and then pay it 
back as soon as possible. It doesn't 
make sense to pay a firm $50- 
60,000 up front to sell bonds when 
we can borrow money at basically 
the same rate and pay it back a 
whole lot quicker than twenty 
years!" 

The commission made no deci- 
sion about the financing proposals. 

In other action concerning last 
week's decision to build a new 
county jail in New Brockton, 
Comm. Sid Averett requested that 
the commission send a delegation 
to meet with the Enterprise City 
Council to discuss the city's offer to 
help pay the cost of the jail. 

"T don't think the commission 
would be fair to the people of Cof- 
fee County if it didn't at least meet 
with the Enterprise City Council 
and negotiate concerning the fi- 
nancing for the jail," said Averett. 

Comm. Bill Faulk agreed with 
Averett's suggestion and stated 
"Even if it proves not to be helpful, 
it certainly couldn't hurt anything to 
meet with the city officials." 

Comm. Dubose declared "The 
commission has been more than 
fair already and every single com- 
missioner had input into the deci- 
sion that was made last week." 


Comm. Averett answered that 
"The meeting could give the com- 
mission a method of building a new 
jail without having to raise taxes," 
which drew the response from 
Comm. Dubose that "We all op- 
pose any tax and the only way to 
avoid a tax is to go with the plan to 
stay with the existing facility and 
renovate it. To build a jail any- 
where means having to raise tax- 
cs!” 


When asked if he would be will- 


ing to meet with the Enterprise offi- 
cials, Comm, Dubose said, "Yes, if 
they will agree to take off their 1- 
cent sales tax and then sit down 
with us to discuss a solution." 

Comm, Faulk probably _ best 
summed up the discussion by stat- 
ing "This situation is not going to 
gO away anylime soon....il's going 
to be around,” 

The meeting began at 9:00 a.m., 
with all commission members 
present, and the first order of busi- 
ness was to open bids on a number 
of items for the highway depart- 
ment, 

Bids on two different types of 
herbicide were awarded to Helena 
Chemical ($18.95 per gallon on 
Bandel-720) and The Farm Store 
($66.67 per gallon on Garlon-4), 


Lawstet against Dorsey is dismissed 


Dorsey Trailers officials ex- 
pressed satisfaction this week upon 
learning that a multi-million dollar 
lawsuit against the company had 
been voluntarily dismissed by the 
plaintiffs. 

Paul Morrow, a vice-president 
with Dorsey Trailers, stated "We 
knew from the start that the lawsuit 
was without merit. We consider the 
dismissal to be complete vindica- 
tion for the company and our em- 
ployees' reputation." 

Morrow explained that the suit 
was brought by a group of ex- 
employees who were not hired 


when the plant reopened in March, 
1987. 

The lawsuit had named both 
Dorsey Trailers and Machinist Un- 
ion Local 1769 as co-defendants, 
atong with several named individu- 
als. 

. We regret a lot of time and le- 
gal expense was required defending 
an action that was baseless and to- 
tally unnecessary," said Morrow. 
"The company has decided at this 
time not to seek recovery of these 
costs in a counter-suit against the 
plaintiffs for malicious prosecu- 


tion,” 

Dorsey president Marilyn Marks 
also expressed satisfaction at the 
outcome and stated "We try to be a 
good corporate citizen in every lo- 
cation where we do business, Elba 
is our flagship plant and we have 
always made a special effort to do 
not only what is legal, but what is 
right. This lawsuit was a real slap 
in the face to us and very uncalled 
for. But, we are not going to be vin- 
dictive. We have more important 
things to do - like building the best 
trailers on America’s highways."

Council ponders new insurance plan for employees 


The Elba City Council  dis- 
cussed city insurance, fire insu- 
rance rates and clean-up at the reg- 
ular meeting Monday evening. 

The council spent an hour dis- 
cussing a proposed Municipal Insu- 
rance Corporation with the mayor 
of Pine Hill Monday evening. 

Mayor Swearingten is working 
with a committee of the Alabama 
League of Municipalities to orga- 
nize this self-insuring operation, He 
told the Elba city officials it should 
save the cities money and give 
them a "one-stop shop" for all the 
city's insurance needs. 

Swearingten explained that a 
test case had been successfully 
filed in court and taken to the Ala- 
bama Supreme Court to insure the 
legality of municipalities owning 
stock in such an insurance compa- 
ny and purchasing insurance from 
them without taking bids. 

He said that following the ap- 
proval from the courts, the group 
went forward and officially formed 
the company with a September 1, 
1989, target date for signing up 
enough cities to fund the 
$2,500,000 capitol investment fund 
required by the state insurance de- 
partment. 

Elba would have to initially in- 
vest in the capitol fund to buy the 
insurance. The amount of this fund 
is based on the population with the 
cost being $8.66 per resident based 
on the last census, making Elba's 
cost total $37,324.60, according to 
Swearingten. 

The mayor noted the program 
"is not a quick fix, but will benefit 
the city over the next five to ten 
years." 

Several years ago the League of 
Municipalities started a Workman's 
Compensation fund for Alabama 
cities. Swearingten noted this was 
saving the cities money, pointing 
out the $3400 refund check Elba 
had received just Monday. He said 
this was a very successful project 
and he expected the new program 
would be just as successful. 

An informal survey of council 
members by Elba Mayor Fred 


Moore indicated the majority, if not 
all, were in favor of proceeding 
with the program. However there 
were some reservations and they 
seemed to center around raising the 
initial capitol funds. 

Council member Bill Brunson 
said, "It will take some time to 
come up with the $37,000 but I 
think the program has potential for 
Elba". 

Council members John W. 
Sharpless and Eddie Vaughan indi- 
cated they were ready to accept the 
program, 

Members Gladys Yelverton and 
Randy Bedsole agreed the project 
was worth considering further. 

Moore then said the council 
members would consider the plan 
and hopefully make a decision by 
the next regular meeting in two 
weeks, 

Fire Chief Lloyd Driggers was 
present at the meeting and present- 
ed council members with the prop- 
er paperwork to ask for an inspec- 
tion to hopefully lower Elba 
insurance rating from the present 7 
to a 6 or possibly a 5, 

Driggers told council members 
"I am confident of lowering the rat- 
ing to a 6 and hopeful for a 5 rat- 
ing", 

He told the council that once an 
application is filled, it is from 30 to 
60 days before an inspection is 
scheduled. 

"The fire department should 
grade within the 90 percent range," 
Driggers stated. He noted that a 
perfect score is not possible, be- 
cause there is always room for im- 
provement. However he expressed 
feelings that the department could 
grade even higher, hopefully up 
into the 95 percent range. 

However concem with required 
water pressure readings at several 
city locations caused the city coun- 
cil to postpone any filing of an in- 
spection request until this could be 
checked out. Driggers reported to 
the council that pressure and flow 
at several points appeared to be 
lower than required standards. 

Mayor Moore told the council 


members he would check this with 
the water department because ex- 
pensive improvements in the water 
system during the last several years 
were designed to improve these 
problems, 

Councilman Eddie Vaughan pre- 
sented the council with copies of a 
letter that “will be mailed by the 
Coffee County Health Department 
to property Owners maintaining un- 
healthy property conditions. 

Vaughan explained the city will 
give the department the locations 
and names of property owners in 
violation of city ordinances on 
property upkeep. The department 
will then inspect the property and if 
violations’ are found to be health 
hazards, a letter will be written giv- 
ing them ten days to make changes.

The contract for 4,000 tons of 
milled asphalt went to S & C Mate- 
rials at a cost of $5 per ton, deliv- 
ered to the county shop, in New 
Brockton, while the contract on die- 
sel fuel went to Heath Oil at $.549 
per gallon. 

Tony Alcuri, a resident of the 
Roeton Community, was back at 
Monday's meeting and asked the 
commission for a progress report 
on the grant to install water lines in 
rural sections of the county. 

"There are elderly people living 
in the county who don't have the 
money to dig new wells," said Al- 
curi, "and the county needs to come 
to the aid of these people. I know 
of five new wells that have been 
dug in the county recently and 
some of the people have to put up 
everything they own as collateral. 
These people need help!" 

Comm. chairman Billy Eagerton 
told Alcuri that the grant had been 
filed and the county was awaiting 
word on its status. 

Comm. Dubose told the com- 
mission he had recently attended a 
conference concerning county gov- 
ernment and reported on the need 
to find the most highly qualified 
person available to assume the du- 
ties of county administrator when 
current administrator Bruncase 
Winston retires, 

"I have had several calls from 
people wanting the job," said Du- 
bose, "and in order to get the best 
possible person and in an effort to 
keep politics out of the decision, | 
would like the commission to allow 
an outside specialist on the work- 
ings of county government to 
screen the applicants.” 

The commission agreed, but 
stated it would make the final deci- 
sion after the applicants were nar- 
rowed down to three finalists. 

In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission: 

***anproved attendance of all 
commissioners and the county engi- 
neer at a solid waste meeting on 
Aug.9, in Ozark; 

***agreed to open bids at the 
next meeting on unleaded fuel and 
motor grader blades; 


***asrced to seck bids on anew , 


backhoe for the highway depart- 
ment, needed for work on bridges; 

***heard County Engineer Mark 
Pool state that the highway depart- 
ment was "behind schedule” in all 
areas because of recent heavy rains; 

***approved adoption of a poli- 
cy requiring all new employees of 
the county to take a physical and 
undergo drug testing; 

***aoreed to meet with Mental 
Health officials concerning a re- 
quest for five acres of land on 
which to build a new facility in the 
county; 

***anproved a request to pay 
one-half of the salary for two Soil 
Conservation Service employces 
for the next 15 weeks; 

***and, heard County Attomey 
Warren Rowe report that special 
legislation would have to be passed 
to instruct the state revenue depart- 
ment to collect the new county 
sales tax.

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"I'm just a satisfied as I can be - 
I'm happy here," said Mrs. Etta 
Mae Griswold, Elba Nursing Home 
personality. 

"I've haa a good life - the Lord 
has been good to me." 

And this soon-to-be-90-year-old 
lady appears just as happy as she 
says sheis.” ~ 

A friendly, outgoing, pleasant 
lady, with well-coiffed white hair, 
Mrs. Griswold made the decision 
herself to enter the nursing home, 
last September. 

"I thought about it, and decided 
that's; what I needed to do. My 
neighbors were all surprised: "Why 
didn't you let us know?’ they asked, 
and I said, ‘Well I think this is 
where I need to be." 

And so she sold the home that 
she and her husband had shared all 
those years. 

Mrs, Griswold had been a wid- 
ow for 13 years and had been tak- 
ing care of herself, maintaining her 
home and a garden. 

"I had a garden just last year," 
she said, "but my back is the prob- 
lem. I just got to where I was fall- 
ing a lot and I was afvaid I'd break a 
bone. I had to carry a cane as I 
worked in my garden. But I've nev- 
er actually been sick a lot." 

Mrs. Griswold was born at home 
on Sept. 14, 1899, to Jack and Ar- 
gie Strickland Fuller, in Coffee 
County near New Hope, the second 
of seven children - and she is the 
only one of her brothers and sisters 
and their spouses that is living, 
with the exception of Mr. H. D. 
Tillman. 

Her father's parents were Uriah 
and Minerva "Kat" Cole Fuller. 

Her mother's parents were Mack 
and Adeline Wilson Strickland. 

Mrs. Griswold said her Grand- 
daddy Strickland's property joined 
her Granddaddy Fuller's, each with 
around 900 acres of land. 

Her siblings and their spouses 
are: 
Ethel and John Shiver, who 
lived in Jay, Fla., 

Myrtie Bell and Jim Rogers; 
he was from Dothan, but they lived 
in Geneva where Jim died, and 
Myrtie Bell died in Dothan, 

Samuel and Cecil Godwin 
Fuller; he made a career in the 
Army and died in Columbus, Ga., 

Mittie B. and H.D, Tillman; 
residence in Coffee County; she 
died several years ago, and Mr. 
Tillman remarried Onyx Eagerton 

Clayton and Louise Lott Full- 
er; she was from Pike County, and 
they made their home in Cairo, Ga. 
He was a Baptist preacher, 

Comer (the baby) and Thelma 
Tillman Fuller; Coffee County 
residents; she was sister to Sheriff 
H.D. Tillman; Comer was a Metho- 
dist preacher and died while on a 

reaching mission away from 
ome. 

Mrs. Etta Mae's Grandmother 
Fuller was a Hardshell (Primitive 
Baptist) and her Grandfather Fuller 
was Baptist, as were her parents, 
which were baptized in St. John's 
Baptist Church (just across the line 
in Pike County), while living in the 
New Hope Community. 

However, when he was 40 or 
50, Mr. Fuller, her father, gravitat- 
ed toward the Primitive Baptist 
faith, and joined that church. 

It was at the age of 18 that Mrs. 
Etta Mae first professed faith in 
Christ and joined the New Hope 
Baptist Church. 

Her mother died in 1910, when 
Mrs. Etta Mae was about 11, and 
the children were cared for by their 
father until he remarried Miss Ethel 
Bundrick three or four years later. 

Her older sister Ethel was sort of 
in charge of the children after their 
mother's death, but one day while 
Ethel was attending singing school 
at New Hope, she ran away and got 
married ( to John Shiver). She was 
13 years old. 

"Oh yes, they stayed married, 
and raised seven children - the first 
one was born when she-was 14," 
said Mrs, Etta Mae. . 

"I went to singing school too, 
but I don't remember her leaving - I 
guess I wasn't there that day.

"T remember I felt so sorry for 
Papa, when he realized she wasn't 
coming back; he hated it so bad. He 
just sat on the steps till way in the 
night. I didn’t want to go to sleep 
and leave him, but finally I did. I 
don't know when he went to bed, 

"Papa always left us a task when 
he would leave; he had to be gone 
sometimes. Once when he was 
gone we were planting corn, and 
we wanted to get through so we 
just dug a big hole and threw all the 
corn in there. 

"But we got found out when the 
corn came up all in a heap. 

"We also had to drop soda from 
a bucket to fertilize the corn," 

They raised cows, hogs, sweet 
potatoes, cane - and made syrup. "I 
would get up very early and go 
feed the cane into the mill if my 
brothers were not ready to go. And 
I would help put the syrup in the 
buckets. 

"I always loved my syrup! I had 
biscuits and syrup for breakfast till 
I came to the nursing home. I 
would cook two and have one for 
breakfast and one for dinner.” 

Mrs. Etta Mae aso likes sna 
beans, cabbage, collards, broccoli, 
turnips, peas, egg custard - just 
about anything except fish and 
dairy products - milk, butter, 
cheese. 

"Mama didn't like milk, and she 
never offered us much as we were 
growing up. 

Mrs, Etta Mae said that once 
some men from Enterprise talked 
her father into going to Texas, 
where he bought a 15-acre orange 
grove. He came back home, but 
went back and that is where he 
died, 

"He and my step-mother made a 
good living there; they had oranges 
and grapefruit and we visited them 
out there and always brought back 
some druit." 

Miss Etta Mae married Mr. 
Howell Griswold in 1923. 

"He was born in Pike County, 
but the family moved to our area, 
and we went to school together (at 
New Hope). He was 28 and I was 
24; we were engaged for a year. I 
suggested we wait a year -- I had 
no reason to be in a hurry - I had a 
home - a good place to live. 

"We mostly went to the sing- 
ings; all of us young people would 
go - and he and I ran around with 
other people before we married." 

She and Mr. Howell lived in the 
Haw Hill Community when they 
first married and continued church 
at New Hope Baptist. 

Later they bought a farm on 160 
acres in the Chestnut Grove Com- 
munity. It was there they joined the 
Dorcas Baptist Church where her 
husband was ordained a deacon. 

"I loved church and church 
work. I taught Sunday School for 
35 years all told, in the different 
churches. The Lord has sure been 
good to me." 

During this time they decided to 
go to Columbus, Ga., for a couple 
of years to earn the money to finish 
paying for their place. While there 
she worked in the cotton mill and 
Mr. Howell was a fireman at Ft. 
Benning. 

"We had a house, but one day I 
told him I would just scream if he 
didn't get me out of that town. I 
was used to the country - cows, 
hogs, and chickens - and so we 
moved back and finished paying 
for our farm." 

Around 1944 the couple sold 
that place and built their final home 
in the upper part of Coffee County. 
This property was the family land, 
which had been sold by her Grand- 
father Fuller to his children, and 
she and Mr. Howell purchased her 
father's portion. They and one other 
person built their home from timber 
off their land. 

"We cut the timber and sawed 
the logs that we used for our 
home." 

That home is the one Mrs. Etta 
Mae left when she came to the 
nursing-home. 

"But it is still in the Fuller fami- 
ly," she proudly stated.

Jan Fuller, Keith's father and my fa- 
ther were cousins. Keith is with the 
National Guard in Troy and Jan is a 
teacher.

"We went through all those hard 
times - we were poor but didn't 
know it - we were happy and had a 
good, simple life - there was no TV 
or such as that. 

"Our possessions at the begin- 
ning of our lives together were a 
mule and buggy; before it was over 
we had a two-mule farm and wag- 
on, 

"I sold milk, butter and eggs, 
and I enjoyed that." 

She and Mr. Howell always had 
a big garden, She canned and later 
froze the vegetables; they raised 
chickens - she bought a brooder 
and would buy 100 baby chicks at 
the time. 


Mr. Griswold's parents were 
(also) Jack Griswold and Emma

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PASTOR'S 
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Last week marked the twentieth 
anniversary of the Apollo space 
mission to the moon. You may re- 
member the bevy of press confer- 
ences that accompanied the celebra- 
tion of that "one small step for 
man, one giant leap for mankind." 

During one of those conferenc- 
es, Neil Armstrong, the first human 
to set foot upon the moon, settled a 
debate that has been simmering 
since that incredible day in July, 
1969. Opinion has been divided 
over whether Armstrong was the 
true author of that famous state- 
ment he made upon touching the 
moon's surface, Many had thought 
an anonymous public relations gen- 
ius at Mission Control in Houston 
fed Armstrong the line he was to 
use at that historic moment. Arm- 
strong assured the media last week 
that in fact he was the author, One 
reporter followed up by asking ex- 
actly when did Armstrong decide 
on the words he uttered, The astro- 
naut answered, "It was a statement 
that was natural in the sense of the 
time. I thought about it after we got 
there." What probably is the great- 
est quote of the last half of the 
twentieth century came about spon- 
taneously as a result of a personal 
experience. ts 

It makes sense, doesn't it? How 
could anyone fathom such a line 
without experiencing the incompre- 
hensible thrill of embarking on a 
frontier no other human has ever 
known. Surely there are some en- 
counters in life that create their 
own witness, like Christian faith. 

I sense a lesson from Neil Arm- 
strong's experience that should in- 
form the witness of every follower 
of Jesus Christ. Too many of us 
worry about saying the wrong thing 
when we speak about Christ. We 
worry about offending people, or 
turning them off. We consider our- 
selves inarticulate, and believe 
there are far more qualified folk to 
take up the task of bearing the good 
news. But we hear what Armstrong 
is saying. Our experience with 
Christ, our daily encounter with His 
grace is enough to spark a witness 

to which people will listen. 

The scary part comes when you 
realize you don't speak because you 
don't have anything to talk about. 
That problem can be remedied 
quickly. While very few of us will 
ever have the opportunity to set our 
feet on lunar soil, “whosoever shall 
call upon the name of the Lord

What does the Bible sa 
about "hard drugs"?

Moder American society is rapidly becoming a "drug ridden” society. 
Drugs are abused by every age group and every income level with ever in- 
creasing frequency, and every day more and more people, especially young 
people are involved in abuse. While scientists and drug spcialists draw dis- 
tinctions between the abuse of so called "soft" drugs, such as marijuana, or 
alcohol, and "hard" drugs, such as heroin and cocaine, the Bible views all 
as sinful. The degree of drug abuse seen today was unknown in Bible times, 
and yet drug abuse has been around at least since Noah planted a vineyard, 
and got drunk. In Gal. 5:19-21, Paul discusses the works of the flesh. In- 
cluded in the list of sins is "sorcery," or "witchcraft." The Greek word used 
here shows that the root idea of sorcery was in the use of drugs and potions. 

There are a number of reasons that the abuse of drugs is a violation of 
God's word, According to 1 Cor. 6:19-20, the body is the temple of the 
Holy Spirit, and is to be used to glorify God. Medical research is now con- 
firming the worst fears about the tremendous harm done to the body by 
drugs. Even marijuana, which was once thought to be relatively harmless, is 
now recognized as being extremely dangerous to the body. Not only are 
drugs harmful to the body, but most of them, especially hard drugs are ille- 
gal. Paul writes in Rom. 13:1, "Let every soul be subject unto the higher 
powers. For there is no power but of God; the powers that be are ordained 
of God:" God has said that to please Him, one must abide by the laws of the 
land, and those laws make the use of "hard" and other drugs, illegal. 

When asked which is the great commandment in the law, Jesus replied, 
"Thou shalt love the Lord thy God with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, 
and with all thy mind. This is the first and great commandment. And the 
second is like unto it, Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself" (Matt. 22:37 
- 39). In telling us to love our neighbor as ourselves, Jesus implied that we 
are to love ourselves. The use and abuse of drugs is not an act of self-love, 
but of self-destruction. The use of drugs is certainly not a demonstration of 
loving God with all of one's heart, soul, and mind, because the power of 
drugs is such that they can completely control a person "hooked" on drugs. 
Once a person becomes addicted to drugs, he will do almost anything to ob- 
tain more drugs or the money to buy them. Paul warned, "Know ye not, that 
to whom ye yield ourselves servants to obey, his servants ye are to whom 
ye obey" (Rom. 6:16). Drugs make one a slave. The tremendous financial 
cost of drugs, which is very poor stewardship of God's blessings, is nothing 
compared to the physical, moral, and spiritual cost of drugs.

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Ninth CRP Signup 


Starting July 17, county offices of 
USDA's Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service once 
again will accept bids for the Con- 
servation Reserve Program (CRP). 
The program removes eligible crop- 
land out of farming for 10 years 
and designates the acreage to trees 
and other permanent vegetative 
cover, 

As the ninth CRP signup ap- 
proaches, ASCS Officials acclaim 
the program's success thus far, and 
remind producers of the 1990 clos- 
ing. The total acreage enrolled in 
the program has reached more than 
30 million acres, said ASCS Ad- 
ministrator, Keith Bjerke, "The pro- 
gram has become the largest long- 
term cropland retirement program 
in U. S. history". 

Approximately 13,409 acres of 
Coffee County farmland are includ- 
ed in the CRP total to date. 

Eligible CRP acres include erod- 
ible cropland, cropped wetlands, 
filter strips, and cropland subject to 


scour erosion, The program has au- 
thorization to accept acreage only 
through 1990, Mr. Bjerke said. The 
voluntary CRP authorizes each 
farmer to receive up to $50,000 per 
year based on a per acre rental rate 
and the number of acres under the 
10-year contract. Rental payments 


are made annually to producers 
with approved contracts, and cost- 
share payments are made to pro- 
vide one-half of the cost of the per- 
manent vegetative cover establish- 
ment, 

Mr. Bjerke said the CRP has be- 
come a major tool in reducting ecro- 
sion and in combating nonpoint 
source pollution in lakes and 
streams by stabilizing eroding crop- 
land. I encourage producers who 
farm erodible land or who have wet 
soils to consider, the program, and 
submit bids indicating the per acre 
rental payment they would accept 
to keep these acres out of crop pro- 
duction and into conserving uses 
for 10 years, said Mr, Bjerke.

The center is certi- 
fied by the American Association 
of Poison Control Centers as a des- 
ignated regional poison center. 


A new ecight-page activity book 
for children about poison safety is 
available free from the Alabama 
Poison Center. 

The book, designed for the 3-to- 
8-year old, defines what a poison 
is, where poisons are found in the 
home, and what to do in a poison- 
ing emergency. 

Janet Mason, public relations di- 
rector for the center, says, “Last 
year in Alabama there were over 
28,000 accidental poisonings, with 
more than half of them occurring in 
children 6 and under. 

"Our hope with this book is that 
parents will sit down with their 
children and use the information to 
relate to things in their own homes. 
We want the young child to realize 
even in the ‘safety’ of their home 
environment, there are still many 
products that, if used in the wrong 
way, can cause harm." Ms. Mason 
went on to say, “With the older 
child, we want to help them be 
more aware of watching out for, 
their younger brothers and sisters." 

A poison prevention kit contain- 
ing the activity book, brochures on 
safety in the home and syrup of ipe- 
cac, and telephone stickers is avail-

The Chattahoochee River forms 
the boundary between Alabama and 
Georgia for almost the entire south- 
ern half of Alabama, from Cham- 
bers County at about the mid- 
section of the border to Houston 
County and the Florida state line. 

For most of the Chattahoochee 
River's length, fishermen with valid 
Alabama fishing licenses may le- 
gally fish any portion of the river, 
since a reciprocal agreement be- 
tween Alabama and Georgia covers 
fishing in all portions of the Chatta- 
hoochee which form the boundary 
between the two states. This agree- 
ment also covers all impoundments 
of the river, including a portion of 
the West Point Reservoir 

But the tailwater below the West 
Point Dam is not covered by the 
agreement, since at that point the 
river does not form part of the 
boundary between Alabama and 
Georgia, The Chattahoochee River 
diverges from the Alabama/

I've mentioned previously 
what a good gardener Mama was; 
she also believed wasting just one 


string bean was a mortal sin. 

Furthermore, Mama was ahead 
of her time on knowledge of vita- 
mins and such, and insisted we can 
the entire spectrum of available nu- 
trients for the coming cold months. 
In order to help achieve this, we'd 
start even before the garden came 
in by picking and canning every 
blackberry in sight. 

One of the things I dreaded most 
about summertime canning was 
washing all those fruit jars and zinc 
lids. Having a small house and a 
large family we stored our empty 
jars in an old shed where they be- 
came inhabited by bugs, spiders 
and crickets. 

It was my brother Bill's chore to 
bring the jars out, pile them into a 
washtub and cover them with water 
from the well. It fell my lot (and af- 
ter I left home my sister Betty's ) to 
do the actual washing of the jars. 

Since being blessed with the 
smallest bones in the family ena- 
bled us to extend our hands through 
the narrow jar necks, we were priv- 
ileged t+ daily share the tub water 
with the floating dead bugs (that 
Bill had deliberately left therein) 
ull our hands swiveled up like so 
many dried prunes. 

Mama was particular about all 
her canning but she took special 
pride in her green beans, 

First she'd insist on removing 
the strings herself and then we 


kids'd chop them on a cutting board 
or the metal counter of the kitchen 
cabinet, always squabbling over 
one particular knife which cut bet- 
ter than the others. 

Seems we'd wash the beans for- 
ever before Mama'd heat them in a 
dishpan and then scoop them, 
steaming, into the scalded jars. 
Sometimes she'd trust us with the 
adding of one teaspoon of salt, 
which we had to level with a knife 
for accuracy, in the top of each jar. 

After closing with Ball dome 
lids and rings (the zinc ones with 
the rubber bands were reserved for 
the tomatoes), Mama'd put the 
beans into the pressure cooker. 
Kids were allowed in the hot kitch- 
en during the pressuring process 
only for emergencies like rushing 
in with a fresh load of stove wood. 

(The pressure cooker was re- 
garded in those days with about the 
same respect that the atom bomb is 
today.) 

When the cooked beans were 
taken from the canner they were 
put on a clean folded guano sack. It 
was a sad sight come moming if 
there was a jar on which the little 
dome on the lid had failed to in- 
dent. This meant they hadn't sealed, 
had spoiled overnight, and others 
must be canned to take their place. 

Space fails me to tell of all my 
childhood canning memories (both 
good and bad). Of the days of pil- 
ing wood around Mama's washpot 
and the old cut-off drum for outside 
‘coldpack canning of kraut, toma- 
toes, or peaches (trying to keep the 


provided me with the impetus need- 
ed to stay slim as a rail (Mama an 
me to death puttin’ out and takin’ in 
the sliced apples as we tried to dry 
them every summer in spite of dai- 
ly July showers). 

My sister Trillie reported recent- 
ly that her summer had just 
"peaked." Just when she thought 
for sure she'd run out of Mason jars 
she made another wonderful dis- 
covery. 

Not so with me. All those child- 
hood years of wondering what oth- 
er kids meant when they referred to 
time away from school as "summer 
vacation" made deep inroads into 
my thinking, 

The damage was deepened when 
Mama's old wash pot broke in half, 
thereby sealing the fate of the out- 
side cold pack. The knell sounded 
for pressuring when my Presto 
cooker blew all over the kitchen, in 
a split second painting my walls the 
color of the sweet potatoes I was 
cooking inside. 

I am now in total agreement 
with the Wise Man in the Bible 
who said there is a time for all 
things. Notwithstanding the deli- 
cious naturalness of home- canned 
and -frozen foods, for me the time 
of the necessary "home puttin'-up 
evil" has passed. I early on taught 

my kids to cry for com and beans 
with a picture on the can. Their first 
little ditty was "Campbell's soup is 
good food." 

A few years back I thought I 
might have somewhat of a problem,
